House, 58th General Assembly, 1913-15; representing LCT; Ind. 
Democrat. Born in LCT July 18, 1841; son of THOMAS and SALLIE 
WILLIAMS CHILDS. Attended Sulphur Springs Institute, LCT. First 
married in 1868 to SALLIE C. TAYLOR, daughter of ALLEN and MARTHA 
TAYLOR; she died Jan. 13, 1900; children by this marriage: MATTIE 
O., MOLLIE L., THOMAS A., and ANNIE N.3 second marriage, date not 
indicated, to DORA WHITAKER; no children by this marriage. Subject 
engaged in farming at or near Fayetteville, LCT; identified with 
promotion of good public schools. Elected justice of the peace, 
1873, and served in that capacity for 21 years; presidential 
elector on ticket of Populist Party three times supporting WILLIAM 
JENNINGS BRYAN and THOMAS E. WATSON in 1896, supporting THOMAS E. 
WATSON and THOMAS H. TRIBBLES in 1904, and in 1908, Populist ticket 
of THOMAS E. WATSON and SAMUEL WILLIAMS. In confederate army; 
enlisted, along with older half-brother, as pvt. in Co. D, Ist 
(TURNEY’S) TN Inf. and served with regiment in VA campaigns; 
wounded at second Battle of Bull Run Aug. 29, 1862; wounded again 
in Battle of Chancellorsville May 2, 1863; after period in 
hospital, was given sick furlough to g0 home and recuperate; 
regimental muster rolls from May 1863 through April, 1864, show him 
absent in hospital or sick; muster roll for Apr. 3-Aug 31, 1864, 
carried him absent without leave, that for Sept.-Oct., 1864, 
carries notation "Deserted Aug. 1864"; in meantime, CHILDS had been 
imprisoned by Federal troops while he was at father’s home in 
Lincoln Co. before he had recovered from wound; to escape prison, 
he signed Amnesty Oath in autumn of 1863; when Federals began 
conscripting men for duty in Home Guard "an July or August of 1864, 
my father bought me a horse," Sept. 1864, "and I joined FORREST’S 
Fscort co." then in West TN.; served with that unit during HOOD’S 
TN campaign until becoming sick at Laverne, Rutherford co.,; shortly 
before Battle of Nashville; given furlough to go home to recuperate 
and not with FORREST during retreat from TN; paroled with rest of 
FORREST’S command at Gainesville, Ala., though at home sick at 
time; parole brought to him by neighbor, CAPT. NATHAN BOONE, who 
was with unit at surrender. In a series of articles in 
Fayetteville Observer, Nov. 30, 191¢-Gept. 4, 19175 CHILDS gave his 
reminiscences of war experiences, including service with FORREST. 
Index to Tennesseans in Confederate Army shows him in CAPT. 
JACKSON’S co., TN Cav.,; but no muster rolls for this service found. 
Described himself as a member of no church but “in faith a 
Universalist." Died Dec. 15, 1920; buried in family graveyard at 
Sulphur Springs.

C.S.A.3; elected captain same day; "Discharged by Act of 
Congress passed," probably June 12, 1862; made president 1894 of 
8th TN and Consolidated Regiments of Confederate Soldiers.

ADMIRAL KELSO, A FAVORITE SON 
The Elk Valley Times & Observer, (Lincoln co., TN newspaper ) 
Wednesday, April 27, 1994 


The rolling hills of Lincoln County have produced many fine men and 
women, but perhaps our most outstanding native stepped down from 
his prestigious post Saturday, retiring after 42 years of 
distinguished service to the nation. ADM. FRANK B. KELSO II will 
long be remembered as one of our most accomplished sons, having 
achieved the rank of the U.S. Navy’s 24th chief of naval 


operations. 


During his term as the Navy’s top uniformed leader, he presided 
over a period of significant downsizing; decommissioning 182 ships 
and 49 squadrons, reducing shore facilities by 15 percent, and 
cutting active duty man power by nearly 92,000. He accomplished 
this while avoiding any forced resignations of career personnel and 
maintaining a high state of military readiness. 
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As chief of naval operations, the admiral streamlined his staff in 
order to increase efficiency in the procurement process and to 
stress more cooperation with the other branches of the military 
services. With the end of the cold war and the threat of global 


conflict lessened, KELSO developed a new naval war-fighting 
strategy focusing on regional conflicts. The new strategy, called 
".,.From the Sea," shifts the Navy away from open-ocean war- 


fighting on the sea, toward regional operations conducted from the 
sea in close cooperation with the Marine Corps, Army, and Air 
Force. 


KELSO led the way for the full integration of women in the service 
and pushed for the repeal of laws which kept women from assignments 
to combat ships and aviation squadrons. And he adopted the 
Management principles pioneered by DR. W. EDWARDS DEMING, which 
call for continuously improving the processes the Navy uses to 
perform its mission. KELSO calls this philosophy Total Quality 
Leadership. 


ADM. KELSO, to say that we here in Lincoln County are proud of your 
accomplishments would be an understatement. Your accomplishments 
speak for themselves. Your dedication. loyalty and perseverance 
serve as momentous reminders of what we can accomplish both as 
people and as a nation. We appreciate your years of service and 
the dignity with which you have administrated your duties. We hope 
that your retirement brings you immense pleasure. And, remember, 
the rolling hills of Lincoln County will always stand with open 
arms extended to you.

GENERAL WILLIAM MOORE 

Fayetteville Observer April 18, 1907 (Copied by jww) 

The wonderful achievements of the pioneers in their contest with 
savages and the subjugation of the wilderness to the arts of peace, 
by no means exhausted the subject of their future deeds, of their 
chivalry, renown and patriotism. The horrible massacre in 1813 of 
400 men, women and children, by the savage Creek Indians at Fort 
Mimms, was like the shock of an earthquake, to the old pioneers and 
aroused them to a piteh. of exterminating vengeance. They hurried 
to the standard of the invincible, immortal JACKSON at his 
rendezvous at Fayetteville. This great general was as watchful and 
swift as the eagle in his descent on his quarry. Expedition was a 
distinguishing trait of his military genius, a4 trait which was 
prominent in FREDERICK THE GREAT, CHARLES XII, of Sweden, NAPOLEON 
and JULIUS CAESAR. They all possessed the vini,vidi,vici, trait of 
generalship. The astounding successive battles of Tallehatchie, 
Talladega, Emuckfaw, Enotochopoe and Horse Shoe, the last 
exterminating blow, were all fought within 60 days. These battles 
will forever stand as historic monuments to the memory of the 
following named brave men, who participated in them: 

GENERAL WILLIAM MOORE (then Captain), ISAAC FORRESTER, ALEXANDER 
FORRISTER, FREDERICK WAGGONER, JOHN §. ERVINE, DANIEL MORGAN (son 
of JOHN MORGAN), REUBEN LOGAN, THOMAS H. SHAW, MARTIN L. PARKS, 
DAVID CROCKETT, JAMES MONTGOMERY, and there may be others whose 
names have escaped a living memory. These names should be engraved 
on tables of stone for the eye of a grateful posterity. They were 
all from the valley of Mulberry, except CAPT. JAMES MONTGOMERY...-- 
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(Continued WILLIAM MOORE) 
Fayetteville Observer May 23, 1907 


GENERAL WILLIAM MOORE settled on Mulberry Creek, about one mile 
from Mulberry Village, about 1808 or 1809. He came from Kentucky. 
He was a remarkable man, and left his influence impressed upon 
Lincoln county and the state of Tennessee. He was a man of strong 
natural endowments and these were employed in deeds and works of 
usefulness. He was public spirited and responded promptly to all 
proper demands. He was one of the band of gratuitous workers, who 
cut and cleared the cane from the town of Fayetteville, and was 
among the first and most liberal advocates for building suitable 
and permanent brick buildings for churches and schools, which gave 
Mulberry Village great reputation for education and religion. I 
remember when I was a young man, he with earnest zeal called on me 
to aid him in working out a project for building a turnpike road 
from Fayetteville to Tullahoma. I made speeches at different 
places along the route, and also gave material aid to build the 
road. CAPT. PIERCE B. ANDERSON (brother to the late DR. THOS. A. 
ANDERSON) gave valuable service as a promoter of the pike. The 
social and economic motives in building the pike were for the 
numerous local advantages and conveniences and to furnish an outlet 
for the redundant productions of the rich valley of Mulberry to the 
Nashville and Chattanooga railroad at Tullahoma. The road was 
built principally through the indefatigable energy and enterprise 
of GEN. MOORE, and the achievement entitles him to be called a 
public benefactor. While he was conservative in his views in most 
non-essential matters, he was firm, inflexible and courageous in 
maintaining the fundamental principles of morality, religion and 
politics. He was ready and fluent in speech, and he was always 
ready to advocate the cause of these great elements of church and 
state, and was a zealous member of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church. 

Naturally of a quiet, peaceable disposition, there was in his 
soul a sleeping lion, which when aroused, gave highest proof of 
dauntless courage. He led a company of brave sons of "Old Lincoln" 
and followed JACKSON through the blood and carnage of the Creek War 
to exterminating victory over the savage murderers of 400 women and 
children of Ft. Mimms. 

After the Creek War and the War of 1812-14 with great Britain 
the whole state was imbued with the military spirit. Every county 
was sub-divided into military sections and the militia were called 
out to the "muster field," twice a year to go through exercise of 
training in mimic battle. The officers were mounted on gaily 
caparisoned steeds, while they themselves fairly blazed with superb 
uniforms bedecked with gold lace, and with flashing swords and 
waving plums, and when the fife and drum struck up the air of 
Gilderoy, it was inspiring, thrilling, transporting, and the heart 
of a JACKSON or NAPOLEON beat under the round jacket of the boys. 
The 8th of January was everywhere celebrated with balls, and feasts 
and patriotic eloquence. The influence was irresistible, and CAPT. 
MOORE, as he was then, ambitious to excel, aspired to command and 
was elected, if I mistake not, Major General of Militia. He filled 
his office with dignity and honor, and was elected to the state 
legislature perhaps as often as three times. There is no blot on 
his legislative record. He possessed great personal magnetism 
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which contributed much to his success in canvassing. No competitor 
was ever skillful enough to pinion him in a corner. During one of 
his canvasses the question came up as to whether the legislature 
should be asked to abate GREER’S milldam as a nuisance, the dam 
being about the middle of the county. The people above the dam 
wanted it removed to allow flatboat navigation, and people below 
the dam wanted the dam to stand for grinding purposes. The people 
above and those below the dam wanted him to come out on the 
question and he promised to do so, when the candidates spoke in 
Fayetteville. The population was about equally divided above and 
below the dan. The question was as dangerous to handle before the 
people as a torpedo. At the appointed time he was speaking about 
everything except the dam. A voice from the crowd called out, "Now 
tell us about the dam." "Presently", he replied, and on he went; 
soon another and another and a chorus of voices cried out, "Tell us 
about the dam" "Well," he replied, "I’1ll be as good as my word, 
and I’1l come out flat-footed. I’m neither for nor against the 
mill dam" This has always been regarded as an inimitable dodge and 
has been quoted in the Congress of the United States and the 
Parliament of Great Britain. 

When not otherwise engaged GEN. MOORE spent his time at home on 
his productive farm in ease and independence, extending a cordial 
hospitality to all. 

He was married twice. His first wife was NANCY HOLMAN, daughter 
of HARDY HOLMAN. She had but one child, a daughter, who married 
A.T. NICKS, who was a dry goods merchant in Fayetteville, and 
postmaster under the VAN BUREN and POLK administrations. He was a 
zealous, working democrat. 

GEN. MOORE’S second wife was a cousin, MISS MOORE, of Kentucky. 
By this marriage there were five children, four daughters and one 
son. One daughter married MR. PEARSON, of whom I have lost trace; 


another daughter, JANE, married WILLIS HOLMAN. His daughter 
HENRIETTA married WINSTON W. GILL, a wealthy farmer of Bedford 
county, Tennessee, an estimable christian gentleman. She died 
about twenty years ago. Another daughter, VIRGINIA, remained 


unmarried during her father’s lifetime, and cherished and supported 
him in his declining years with the tenderness of a ministering 
angel. After the death of her father she married MR. THOMAS 
WILHOITE, a highly respected gentleman. She is a widow and resides 
in Shelbyville, Tennessee. 

GENERAL MOORE’S only son, WILLIAM LAWSON MOORE, was not only the 
highest type of good citizenship, but was one of the bravest 
soldiers of the Confederate army. He fell leading the gallant 8th 
of Tennessee Regiment in the thickest of the fight, in the 
disastrous battle of Murfreesboro. The shattered remains of his 
regiment love and cherish his memory as one of the "bravest of the 
brave." 


Fayetteville Observer May 30, 1907 


In my last article for the want of information, I omitted to 
mention several members of GENERAL MOORE’S family, as well as, 
several facts relating to his life and it is proper that I supply 
the omission in this article. 

(Continued WILLIAM MOORE) 
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GENERAL MOORE was born in Fort Moore Kentucky on the 23rd of 
September 1786. On the outbreak of the war with Mexico, PRESIDENT 
POLK, who knew him well, tendered him a commission of Major General 
of the army of the United States, which he declined, owing to the 
fact that his brother-in-law, GOVERNOR YELL, had already accepted a 
colonelcy in the army and desired that GENERAL MOORE, then over 60 
years of age, should stay at home and take care of GOVERNOR YELL’S 
family, in the event of his fall in battle. He fell and the 
GENERAL religiously kept his promise. 

GENERAL MOORE and his second wife, though having the same name, 
were not related. They had 12 children: ten daughters and two 
sons. Those whom I omitted to mention in last week’s article, were 
two daughters who married two brothers by the name of MONTGOMERY, 
who moved to Mississippi and there died, each one leaving two sons, 


who rendered honorable service in the Confederate army. Two 
daughters died early in life, whose names are unknown. One son, 
ARCHIE YELL MOORE, who died soon after graduating at the University 
at Lebanon, and who was a promising young man. Another daughter, 
who married a MR. STRONG of Alabama and leaving one daughter, who 
married DR. G.W. MOODY of Shelbyville, Tennessee. And another 
daughter, who married a MR. ROBB of Mississippi. She and MRS. 


JENNIE WILHOITE are the only two living children of GENERAL MOORE. 
GENERAL MOORE was an Elder in the Cumberland Presbyterian church 


for forty years, and a Jacksonian Democrat.

ISAAC NEWTON KENNEDY 
Sesqucentennial History of Associate Reformed Presbyterian Church

ISAAC NEWTON KENNEDY, D.D., is a son of WILLIAM PATTON KENNEDY and 


MARGARET ELIZABETH MCLAIN. He was born at Wideman’s, Abbeville 
co., $.C., August 5, 1874. He attended the Public Schools of his 
community and the Graded School of Due West. Entering Erskine 


College, he graduated in June, 1893. He united with the Church at 
Due West S.C. in 1887, and by the Second Presbytery, at Doraville, 
Georgia, he was received as a student of Theology in October, 1893. 
He prosecuted his Theological studies in Erskine Theological 
Seminary, and was licensed by the Second Presbytery at Welford, 
S.C., April 13, 1895. He was called to the pastorate of Elk Valley 
A.R.P. Church, Lincoln co., TN, in October of that year, and was 
ordained and installed there November 10,1895. DR. KENNEDY 
continued with the Elk Valley congregation till 1912, a pastorate 
of seventeen years. This congregation some years ago disbanded, 
and its name appears no longer on the roll of its Presbytery. But 
in its day it was a wide awake and flourishing congregation of 
cultured and well-to-do people. One mark of the unusual type of 
work being done there was that for a good part of that pastorate 
every member of the church was a member of the Sabbath School. 
None were late and none stood out under the trees during the 
Sabbath School hour. 

In 1912, owing in part to the distance separating him and his 


family from his aging Mother and other loved ones in S.C., this 
honored and hard working pastor resigned his pastorate in TN to 
accept a call to the congregation of Ora, in Laurens Co., S.¢@. 
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After twelve years in this field he accepted a call the A.R.P. 
Church of Mooresville, N.C. in 1924... 

His marriage took place in Newberry, S.C., Nov. 22, 1899. MRS. 
KENNEDY before marriage was MISS MARY EMMA CARLISLE, dau. of DR. 
RICHARD COLEMAN CARLISLE and MRS, EMMA RENWICK CARLISLE. She 
graduated from the Woman’s College of Due West in 1896. A woman of 
cultivated and refined tastes, she has made their home a shining 
example of the Christian home where they have lived. Eight 
children, four sons and four daughters, have been born to them, all 
of whom, it isbelieved, are graduates of Erskine College. The four 
sons are as follows: REV. RENWICK CARLISLE KENNEDY, D.D., has for 
many years been pastor of the A.R.P. Church at Camden, AL, though 
during WWII, on leave of absence, he served as Chaplain in the Army 
of the U.S. WILLIAM MCLAIN and LEON TOLAND are physicians; RICHARD 
NEWTON is ae dentist. Some of these were connected in a 
professional way with the armed forces during the war. The 
daughters are GLADY MILDRED, EMMA ELIZABETH, MARGARET LOUISE, and 
MARY.

GILBERT ERSKINE KIDD

GILBERT ERSKINE KIDD, was a Tennessean by birth, having been born 
in LCT on Feb. 19, 1886. He was baptized in New Hope, TN, church 
July 25, 1886, by the Rev. A.S. Sloan, His fathe, JAMES THOMAS 
KIDD, was a son of WILLIAM and MARGARET KIDD, and was an eldeer in 
Elk Valley Church for a number of years. His mother was before 
marriage, MISS AGNES GALLOWAY, daughter of WILLIAM and MARY 
GALLOWAY of LCT. 

GILBERT grew up in New Hope and Bethel churches till nine years 
of age, when these two churches were merged into one church, known 
thereafter as Elk Valley. And so at the age of eleven years, under 
the ministry of DR. I.N. KENNEDY, he united with the Church at Elk 
Valley. 

His pre-college education was obtained at Sulphur Springs and 
Delma High School and Morgan Preparatory School in Fayetteville, 
TN. He entered Erskine College in 1909. The death of his father 
interruped this college course, and he received a certificate 
instead of a diploma at graduation. Later he studied at Washington 
and Lee University, making up the work left out at Erskine, and 
received his degree from Erskine. Meanwhile he had taken the full 
course in Erskine Theological Seminary, and had been licensed to 
preach the Gospel. He finished the seminary in 1915. 

(Ministries: New Sterling, Elk Shoals, Hillcrest, Ebenezer, VA, 
then back to Hillcrest where he died of septic sore throat and 
complication Oct. 2, 1928.)

ALEXANDER WILEY

Died of chronic Bronchitis, at her residence in LCT on the 25th of 
January, 1849, MR, ALEXANDER WILEY, aged about 50. It is usual to 
speak in unmeasured compliment of the excellence of departed worth. 
And so universal is the custom that the reader of an Obituary 
scarcely knows whether he Should give credence to the flattery so 
lavishly expended. But disclaiming all intention to transcend the 
bounds of truth, permit a friend to record his death. The subject 
of this notice was a Carolinian by birth, and being early impressed 
with the importance of a life of practical sodliness and piety, 
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made a public profession of faith in the congregation of Cedar 
Spring, Abbeville District, during the interval between the 
ministrations of REV. PORTER and DR. J.T. PRESSLY. About the year 
1827, he moved to this State, where he was chosen to the office of 
ruling elder in the Prosperity congregation.

LANLEY WILEY

SERIOUS RUNAWAY 

On last Thursday evening MR. LANLEY WILEY, who lives in the 
vicinity of Molino, was returning home in a jersey wagon, with his 
wife and five children, from a complimentary dinner given to REV. 
MR. BLAKELY. Arriving in Molino, he stopped at the post office for 
his mail, and while standing there his team became restless and one 
of the mules reared and threw his feet over the other, becoming 
entangled, and frightening both. As they started to run MRS. WILEY 
sprang out with one child, and was unhurt. The other children were 
bruised and cut, but will recover. MR. WILEY was dragged some 
distance under the wagon, and is in a critical condition, it is 
thought, from internal injuries. One side, from the hip down, is 
reported paralyzed. He is about fifty years old, an estimable 
christian gentleman, and his misfortune is universally regretted. 


Taken from Associate Reformed Presbyterian 
LANLEY J. WILEY, died on the 31st of October, 1887, after fourteen 
months suffering from injuries received from the upsetting of his 
carriage caused by the running away of his team. His spine was so 
injured as to produce paralysis of the lower parts of his body. He 
suffered incalculable all that time--was perfectly helpless and 
beyond the reach of surgeons and remedies. I have not seen one who 
had more cause to complain of the hardness of is fate that murmured 
so little. He was a constant member of the church at New Hope for 
nearly thirty years. He has left a wife and five children and many 
relatives and friends to mourn his sad fate. Like his brother-in- 
law, THOMPSON, both will be sadly missed and are greatly lamented. 
Leave then thy fatherless children and let thy widows trust in Me. 
Write, blessed are the dead that die in the Lord; yes, said the 
Spirit, for they do rest from their labors and their works do 
follow them.

Ala., of typhoid 
pneumonia, Saturday morning, December 16, 1893, at 11:40 o’clock, 
aged 45 years. He had lived in Huntsville about eight months. He 
was born and reared on Stewart’s creek and in 1876 was married to 
Miss MARTHA BEARDEN and five children were born unto them, who weep 
with their mother over the death of their kind and indulgent 
husband and father. He was a companionable, good man and his 
friends were numerous, who feel the deepest sympathy for the 
bereaved family. The remains were interred at the Routt grave- 
yard, south of Fayetteville, at 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon.
